Stenographers, waitresses, house- 
wives, .and business women ap- 
peared in a steady stream at the 
office of the Women’s Army Auxil- 
iary Corp. in the Federal Build- 
ing today to apply’ for enrollment 
in the corps’ officers’ training 
school. 

Although Missouri’s quota for 
this enrollment is but 29, more 
than 50 applicants had appeared in 
the first hour the office was 
opened. All were asked if they 
would be willing to enlist. in the 
corps, if not selected for officer 
training, and nearly all assented. 
First questions asked were 
whether the applicants had re- 
ceived a high school education or 
more, and whether they were be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 44, in- 
clusive. These are prerequisites 
to consideration. 

The applicants were given 
pamphlets explaining the function 
of the W. A. A. C, and questioned 
by one of two interviewers as- 
signed to the office. If they ap- 
peared to meet the obvious re-). 
quirements they were given appli- 
cation forms to be filled out and 
returned later. 

Other Requirements. 

The application forms are to. be 
returned’ along with satisfactory 
proof of the birth date, educational 
qualifications and citizenship of 
the applicants. The forms require 
an exact statement of birth date, 
specifying the day, month and 
year.

Known in conquered countries 
of Europe as “Der Henker”’ (The 
Hangman), Heydrich is: one of the 
most .dreaded of Adolf Hitler’s 
lieutenants. 

As chief aid to Heinrich Himm- 
ler, he is No, 2 man in the German 
Gestapo (secret police). Recent 
reports have had him. visiting 
Paris. and: The Netherlands to. take 
charge of measures to put. down 
revolt. :

The plane pilot, Ensign. Edward 
G. Binning of New York City, said 
he located the submarine about 15 


Puts in at Fort de France. 

. Its bow crumpled like an ac- 
cordion, as the torpedo smashed 
out from shore and hit about 20 
feet abaft the stem, the destroyer 
headed along the three-mile line 
under its own power and took 
refuge in Fort de France, 10 miles 
away. It tied up alongside the 
French aircraft carrier Bearn, 
which has been anchored there for 
23 months. 

United States bomber and scout 
planes immediately began scour- 
ing Caribbean and Atlantic areas 
for the attacker. 

Casualties aboard the destroyer 
are said to have been small. About 
a dozen men are now in the hos- 
pital at Fort de France. 

(A Navy communique, which lo- 
cated the attack only as “in the 
Caribbean,” said 10 of the Blake- 
ley’s crew were missing and six 
were injured.) 


Submarine Not Sighted.

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Invaders Take Suburb, 
but Are Ejected in 
Hand-to-Hand _ Fight-

CHUNGKING, May 27 (AP).— 
The Chinese high command an- 
nounced that renewed Japanese as- 
saults on Kinhwa, provisional cap- 
ital of Chekiang Province, had 
been thrown back and that 4500 
Japanese soldiers had been killed 
in a single day's fighting. 

Tonight’s communique said the 
enemy penetrated Kwangkitow, a 
Kinhwa suburb, on Tuesday but 


was quickly ejected in hand-to- | @ 


hand fighting. 

This followed the failure of a 
Japanese attack Monday night, the 
second of that day, which cost the 
invaders 1500 men killed. Yester- 
day’s communique reported that 
3000 Japanese were killed in 
earlier attacks of Monday, all of 
which were thrown back. 

Diversionary Attacks. 

The Chinese also reported they 
had made attacks in the triangle 
between Hangchow, Kashing and 
Wuhing in northernmost Chekiang, 
about 100 miles southwest of 
Shanghai and behind the bases 
along Hangchow Bay from which 
the Japanese drive on Kinhwa was 
launched, 

These attacks apparently were 
meant to hamstring the Japanese 
assault on Kinhwa and relieve 
pressure on the defenders of the 
capital. 

Wuchen, 40 miles northeast of 
Hangchow, was said to have fallen 
to the Chinese and numerous Chi- 
nese puppet troops previously serv- 
ing the Japanese were reported to 
have gone over to the Chungking 
forces. 

Raids by Fiying Tigers. 

The Chinese position along the 
Burma Road was reported greatly 
improved as the American “Flying 
Tigers” blasted Japanese bases re- 
peatedly without meeting opposi- 
tion, and Chinese troops continued 
to push the invaders back from 
the Salween River. 

The communique said that Jap- 
anese forces who had been sur- 
rounded by the Chinese at the 
Huitung bridge in Hunnan Prov- 
ince made .a breakthrough but 
were intercepted again and more 
than half of them annthilated. The 
rest fled to the north. 

The Huitung bridge, destroyed by 
the Chinese, was the Burma Road 
crossing of the upper Salween 
River. 

Apparently left without effective 
air protection, the Japanese were 
hammered Monday and twice yes- 
terday by American Volunteer 
Group airmen who caused great’ 
damage with their bombs and ma- 
chine-guns at Lungling and Teng- 
yueh, the present advance bases 
of the invaders. These bases are 
35 and 25 miles back from the 
banks of the Salween, the hightide 
of the Japanese advance, and the 
Chinese were extending their at- 
tacks from the northeast of Lung- 
ling to the south | of that town. 


OSTILE BURMESE 
YEAR INDIA BORDER 


CALCUTTA, May 27 (AP).—

District 50 Charges Abuse,

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FRENCH FLEET BELIEVED 
TO HAVE 4 BATTLESHIPS 
IN CONDITION TO FIGHT 


By the Associated Press, 
HE exact strength of the 
French fleet is hidden by 
military censership and con- 
flicting reports but is believed 
to consist of four battleships, 14 
cruisers and about 50 destroy- 
ers and 60 submarines. 

The 26,500-ton Strasbourg and 
Dunkerque and the 22,000-ton 
Provence, battleships, are at 
Toulon. The new  35,000-ton 
Jean Bart is at Casablanca, Mo- 
rocco, and recent Axis reports 
asserted it was being commis- 
sioned, presumably ready to 
fight. 

A fifth battleship, the new 
35,000-ton Richelieu, is at Dakar 
but is not believed to be mobile.

TOKYO (From Japanese broad- 
casts), May 27 (AP),—Japan’s 
Parliament in a special session 
formally opened by Emperor Hiro- 
hito, was told by Premier General 
Hideki Tojo today that Japan 
would stay in the fight “until the 
influence of Britain and America 
and their dreams of world domina- 
tion” were wiped out. 

“Japan will do her utmost to con- 
tribute her share as the partner 


of Germany and Italy,” he de- 
clared, 

Emperor Hirohito, in one of his 
rare appearances, was in the Par- 
liament Building for 15 minutes 
for the reading of an imperial re- 
script expressing satisfaction at 
the success of Japanese expedition- 
ary forces. 

Gen. Tojo, in his capacity as 
premier and war minister, and 
Shigenori Togo, as foreign min- 
ister, outlined Japan’s position on 
the fighting and diplomatic fronts, 
with particular reference to So- 
viet Russia, India, and Australia. 


Togo on Russia. 


Of Russia, Foreign Minister To- 
go said: 

“Relations between Japan and 
the Soviet Union have undergone 
no change even after the outbreak 
of war in Greater ‘Kast Asia.” 

He added that Russia recently 
reiterated its intention to continue 
to observe the Japanese-Soviet neu- 
trality pact. 

“With the progress of the war,” 
Togo said, “Enemy countries will, 
I presume, intensify their efforts 
to alienate Japan and the Soviet 
Union, but there is no chance for 
such intrigues to bear fruit so long 
as the Soviet Union firmly main- 
tains the attitude mentioned,” 

Of India, Premier Tojo said: 
“Since all outpost bases of the 


dia are in the possession of Japan, 
the golden opportunity is offered 
to the Indian ‘people to rise and 
obtain their liberty... . 

“The unsuccessful negotiations 
by Sir Stafford Cripps proved that 
spiritually India already is inde-

The Premier told the Diet “there 
is no ‘cause for apprehension re- 
garding the future supply of food 
for the people no matter how long 
the war is going to last.”

“No one aboard saw the subma- 
rine, but we saw the torpedo break 
water as it approached, a few sec- 
onds before it struck just below 
the bridge. 

“My hat went overside and all 
the buttons were blown off the 
third mate’s coat. No one was 
seriously injured, however, and 
when we abandoned ship it was 
like ordinary boat drijl.” 

All of the rescued men were Brit- 
ish citizens. 

One Killed on Trawler. 
The trawler sinking, the first of 
a New England fishing vessel] since 
the war began, and the killing of 
one of its 21-man crew by shell- 
fire, was described by the sur- 
vivors.

Former Commander Tells How 


He Put Doolittle in Guard House 


Told Jim, ‘You May Be Best Flyer in World, 
but Not to Army Unless You 
Obey Orde 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP).— 
Take it from “the old man of 
Cantigny,” Maj. Gen. Hanson E. 


Ely, U. S. A. (retired), the United 
States Army now has the finest 
leadership, the best equipped and 
trained officers in history. 

“A damned fine bunch of offi- 
cers,” commented the much-deco- 
rated veteran, who had opportunity 
to observe most of them, both in 
the field and during his assign- 
ments at the General Staff School 
and the Army War College. 

Among these officers, Gen. Ely 
recalled in an interview yesterday, 
was Brig. Gen. James Doolittle, 
St. Louisan, who led the recent 
successful bombing expedition over 


Japan. Chuckling, Ely said that 


once he Sto place Doolittle 


under arrest back in 1930 when 
Ely was commandant of the Sec- 
ond Corps Area with headquarters 
at Governor's Island. 

Doolittle landed a plane at Gov- 
ernor’s Island against Army orders 
and was hustled off to the guard 
house. 

Gen. Ely grinned as he recalled 
his lecture to Doolittle: 

“Doolittle, you. may be the best 
damned flyer in the world, but you 
aren’t worth a tinker’s dam to this 
Army unless you can obey orders.” 

Speaking of the Army’s present 
leadership, Ely said the officers’ 
minds were not cluttered up with 
wornout ideas of the World War 
nor were they shuttled around by 
Army politics,

SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE, 
May 27.—Walther Darre’s disap- 
pearance from active politics, after 
seven years as German Food and 
Agricultural Minister, forecasts 
even more drastic purification of 
the ranks of “only lukewarm 
Nazis” at the hands of extremists, 
according to well-informed observ- 
erg today. 

Darre, these observers say, en- 
joyed the intimate friendship of 
Adolf Hitler himself. In fact, Hit- 
ler liked him as much as did Ru- 
dolf Hess, No. 2 Nazi who filed to 
England last year. That Hitler 
has had to part with this Nazi vet- 
eran is interpreted as proof, there- 
fore, of the increasing influence 
daily being acquired in Germany 
by the “tougher party members.” 

-(The Berlin radio announced Sat- 
urday that Daare “has taken a long 
leave of absence for reasons of 
health,” and his work would be 
taken over by Herbert Backe, 
State Secretary in the Food Min- 
istry.) 

The fate of Darre appears to ob- 


servers as definite indication that}. 


the Gestapo, daily tightening its 
grip in Germany, no longer hesi- 
tates to suppress any weakening 
element. in ranks, even 
among those in the highest posi- 
tions. 

Though Darre’s powers had al- 
ready been curtailed by the ap- 
pointment of Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Goering as head of the four- 
year plan, his “holiday” is seen as 
the first stroke against the ranks 
of Hitler’s “old faithfuls” since the 
beginning of his rule. 

Private reports from Berlin indi- 
cate the food situation in the 
Reich hag somewhat improved of 
late, thanks to moré requisitioning 
in the occupied countries. This 
tends to show that Darre’s dismis- 
gal was unrelated to his job as sup- 
ply chief. 

Interestingly enough, these same 
reports mention that the morale of

An American expeditionary force 
under Gen. Pershing spent months on Mexican soil 
in 1916-17, vainly pursuing the bandit-revolutionary, 
Villa. Open warfare was freely predicted, and was 
averted only by the good offices of other American 
nations. 
From the bitterness of those times to the friend- 
ship of today was a lohg journey, and it began with 
the appointment of Dwight Morrow as Ambassador 
to Mexico in 1927. Hostility gave way to understand- 
ing when the United States definitely abandoned 
interventionism and dollar diplomacy. The Roosevelt 
administration kept its head even when business 
interests in this country raised a clamor over the 
Mexican expropriation of oil properties. Forbear- 
ance on that issue doubtless had much to do with 
proving this country’s ‘sincerity. 
There will be a great strategic gain from Mexi- 
co’s active participation in the war. Axis submarines 
have penetrated the barrier of the Caribbean naval 
bases, and are doing their destructive work in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Use of Mexican East Coast bases will 
enable our Navy to carry on a more effective cam- 
paign against the U-boats. Similarly, Mexico’s Pa- 
cific bases will be valuable for guarding against 
Japanese raids on this hemisphere. The Panama 
Canal, too, will be safer with these additional bases 
in use. | 
All the Central American and Caribbean republics 
had previously joined the United States and Canada 
as belligerents. Mexico’s entry completes the solid 
group of warring countries, and eliminates a refuge 
for Axis agents who had fled from neighboring ter- 
ritory. The pro-Axis spy and prapaganda nests 
that had been maintained in Mexico are now due for 
a speedy housecleaning. 

Tomorrow's declaration of war will be the first in 
Mexico’s history. It is strongly supported by the 
people, as has been shown by the tumultuous anti-

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AS TO LOWERING THE DRAFT AGE. 

Notice was served in the Senate yesterday that 
any'effort to lower the draft age from 20 to 19 years 
would run into opposition. Senator Taft—to cite just 
one instance—said such action would interfere with 
the education of many young men, and that this 
would not bode well for the future. 

Agreed. By normal standards, there is precious 
little to be said in favor of conscription at any age. 
It makes little difference whether it stops a man’s 
education or brings him up short in mid-career. But 
normal standards do not apply these days. Unless 
one happens to agree with Mussolini and some of the 
Nazi apostles, there is nothing normal about war. 

Here in St. Louis, more than 7000 men who had 
been classified as 1B or 4F by their draft boards are 
now being marked 1A, This is because the Army is 
calling for more troops. The nation-wide registra- 
tion of boys of 18 and 19 has been ordered, and if 
the Army calls for those of 19, Congress really will 
have no choice in the matter. The military authori- 
ties must be final judges of how many men must be 
brought under arms to win the victory. And nature 
has ordained that the young man makes a better 
soldier than the older one. 

Thoughts like these are articulated out of a heavy 
heart. Nobody is elated over the grim necessities 
of war. But there is an inescapable job to be done. 
In the face of it, Senators ought not to indulge in 
sentimentality—especially if this is calculated to win 
the votes of the mothers of the young men. True 
compassion is one of the great virtues, but these 
times call for others: determination, perseverance, 
courage, bravery, sacrifice. With these, men and 
women can also write their names in gold. 
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EVEN THE ARMY MUST SAVE: RUBBER. 

In a report issued yesterday, the Senate’s Truman 
committee found it necessary to ‘warn even the Army 
that it must conserve rubber. If the military. authort- 
ties are not scrupulously careful, the committee said, 
they will run short, and there will be nothing to do 
but to do without. 

According to the best available information, the 
Nazis have kept their war machine rolling on 200,- 
000 tons of rubber—only about one-fourth the 
amount used for all purposes in this country in 1941. 
The British, too, are said to be using relatively less 
than is our Army. The committee, therefore, recom- 
mends strict economy, especially in the application of 
this all-important commodity to short-lived equip- 
ment, ) 
This sort of plain talk is dictated by the fact that 
only the most optimistic of its informants believe 
that as.much as 350,000 tons of synthetic rubber can 
be produced in 1943. It certainly would not be wise 
for the Army to count.on this as a minimum. Since

QUESTIONS FOR THE PRESIDENT.

HE President demands a high standard 

of thought and conduct from all our 
citizens.

A. M. A. HEAD SAYS MEDICAL 
CARE WILL BE RATIONED 


BOSTON, May 27 (AP).—The ci- 
vilian population must expect ra- 
tioning of medical care because of 
the number of doctors needed in 
the armed services, Dr, Frank H. 
Lahey, president of the American 
Medical Association, said last 
night. 

Asserting that virtually all phys- 
ically fit doctors under the age of 
45 were wanted in the services, and 
urging that they enlist at once, Dr. 
Lahey told the Massachusetts Med- 
ical Society: . 

“As the situation becomes more 
acute and the endeavor more pro- 
longed, there will be changes and 
modifications as to medical care, 
and the civilian population must 
without doubt adjust its lines as 
satisfactorily to these rationings as 
to the more tangible ones such as 
things to eat, wear and ride in.”

“All receive eight weeks of 
training,” Bass said..“They come 
to us from Army posts in New 
Hampshire, Florida, Texas, Wash- 
ington and intermediate points, 
Many of them are trained as in- 
structors so that they can go back 
to the Army posts and teach others 
the things they have learned at 
Ranken. 

Higher Rating on Training. 

“It is interesting to observe that 
many study harder than most high 
school and. college students. Some 
of our graduates have gone back 
to their original posts and have 
been given higher ratings because 
of the training they received here. 

“We have highly specialized our 
work and the classes are highly 
controlled,, Each student is re- 
quired to prepare a written report 
and draw a sketch of each job 
which he performs.” 

Men are being taught to make 
various emergency repairs in the 
field. If a connecting rod bearing 
in a truck motor were to break 
and the bearing or rod were to 
puncture the crank case, a Ranken 
graduate would know how to make 
a quick repair. After replacing 
the broken rod or bearing, he 
would be able to repair the crank 
case. They are taught how to 
fasten a copper plate over holes 
in a crank case, whether caused 
by bullets or broken engine parts.

Cold Orange Soup. 

’ Two cups orange juice. 
One-fourth cup lemon juice. 
One tablespoon lime juice. 
One-fourth cup sugar or honty. 
One tablespoon gelatin. 
One-fourth cup hot water. 
One-fourth cup cold water. 

One cup diced oranges. 

Dissolve the gelatin in hot water. 
Then add the cold water, orange, 
lemon, lime juice and sugar. Chill 
in the refrigerator for several 
hours and before serving add the 
diced oranges.

Clear Carrot Soup.

Scrape the carrots and grate 
four of them. Allow the grated 
carrots to stand in a sieve for 30 
or 40 minutes until the juice is 
drained off. Then press them until 
all the liquid is extracted. Or you 
can simplify this operation by using 
fresh carrot juice, Cut the remain- 
ing carrots in slender julienne 
strips and simmer in the butter in 
a covered skillet until tender. Add 
the sugar and salt. Combine the 
carrot juice and chicken stock and 
boil for five minutes.. Add the 
cooked carrot strips and chill in 
the refrigerator. Serve topped with 
whipped cream and finely chopped 
parsley or watercress. 

Cold Crea.a of Watercress Soup. 

Two bunches of watercress, three 
cups of veal stock or chicken con- 
somme, four tablespoons bytter, 
four tablespoons flour, one cup 
heavy cream, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, 
green vegetable coloring. 

Wash and chop the watercress. 
Add to the veal stock and cook for 
10 minutes. Strain through a fine 
sieve or cloth. Melt the butter, 
add the flour and stir to a smooth 
paste.

Borrowing Power. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Administration leaders in the Sen- 
ate abandoned efforts today to ob- 


authorized 
payments where necessary to main- 
tain price ceilings as part of the 
price program. 

Athé request of Majority Leader 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, the 
Senate rejected:a banking commit- 
tee amendment containing the 
authority, which would have been 
vested in the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. 

It sent to the White House on a 
voice vote legislation providing a 
five-billion-dollar increase in the 
borrowing authority of the Recon- 
struction Finance a in- 
stead. | 

Barkley said that a canvass of 
members had convinced him that 
there was sufficient opposition to 
the price subsidy program to send 
the whole bill back to the commit- 
tee for further study. / 

He asked, therefore, that in 
order to avoid delaying funds 
needed by the RFC for other pur- 
poses, the committee amendment 
be rejected. 

The banking committee, he said, 
would give further study to the 
question of price subsidies later. 
The price subsidy authority had 
been requested by Leon Hender- 
son, Price Administrator, and Jesse 
Jones, Secretary of Comemrce, who 
said it was sought with approval 
of President Roosevelt. 

Before giving up the whole pro- 
gram, temporarily at least, the 
leaders had sought to save it by 
agreeing to limit the proposed 
subsidy payments to 750 million 
dollars. 

Senator O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, called it a “raid on the 
Treasury” and Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, referred to the 
measure as “one of the most ab- 
surd things ever proposed by the 
Government of the United States.”

BRINGS $20,723 AT AUCTION 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP). — 
Wines of rare vintage, whiskies 


b-/ and other spirits taken from the 


cellars of the former French liner 
Normandie were sold yesterday at 
public auction for $20,723.50. 

Some of the wines were pur- 
chased at 40 per cent above their 
retail value, dealers said, 

Auctioneer Edward G. Collord 
said the appraised value of the 
17,900 bottles was $20,834, or with- 
in a half of one per cent of the 
actual proceeds. 

Chief interest of the 200 buyers 
centered on 6401 bottles of wines 
and champagnes. One of the rarest 
offerings was 22 bottles of Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild 1928, which 
sold for $90. The appraisal was $75. 

The sale was conducted by the

The Firestone plant, 
built Jargely for outdoor operation 
because of the strangling fumes 
of styrene, appeared as a maze of 
steel ‘scaffolding, pipes, pumps and

-—iclaves. The whole gleamed with 
aluminum: paint. 

Styrene and butadiene arrive in 
tank cars and are first transferred 
to great storage tanks. From these 
they are pumped as needed 
through purifying devices and are 
then mixed in the autoclaves, in 
which they are vigorously agitated 
bY means of paddles. The result is 
a milky fluid called latex. |

One of the secrets of Chinese re- 
sistance is to be found in the 
hordes of guerrillas behind the 
enemy lines.

When 
it was over he reopened his: shop. 

“T started with nothing,” he 
says, “and I’ve still got it, but I’ve 
been happy along the way. I’ve had 
a good time as [I came along. I 
haven't let business interfere with 
pleasure. There are a lot of things 
in this world that are more im- 
portant than making money, 


One thing more interesting if 
not more important than making 
money was nature study. What 
Wisely’ read about nature in the 
books at school had left him cold. 
Nature as he found it out in the 
hills and canyons was something 
else, He studied the rocks and 
trees and the wildflowers that 
grew in the crannies and the deep 
shadows, and the birds and creep- 
ing creatures—even the snakes 
that have their dens along ‘the 
Big Muddy. 

One night; when ‘he was hunting 
frogs at Wright’s pond, he found 
what he wasn’t looking for, two 
cotton-mouths that seemed to look 
upon his hunting as an, intrusion 
and barred his way. He fashioned 
a snare and caught them and car-

In Wisely’s electriqal shop, 
pack with thousands of relics 
and specimens, the idol, has the 
place of honor, symbol of a cul- 
ture that had its day before his- 
tory’s pages were written.

As may be seen, there was noth- 
ing to the play.

It is generally 
agreed that, at match-point dupli- 
cate, third hand may and should 
open pretty light, and the respond- 
er makes allowance for this pos- 
sible lightness. Hence North 
would, in the nature of things, be 
very careful about a double raise

Now let us take another look 
at South’s hand. South held no 
fewer than 4% honor tricks. With 
firth round control in three suits 
and second raund control in dia- 
monds,- That being so, surely 
South could have given a stronger 
slam try than the highly tentative 
four diamonds. There was no rea- 
son why he should not have used 
the 45 no trump convention (or 
the Blackwood) to locate a possible 
ace in North’s hand. Even after 
the four diamond bid and the 
four spade response, however, 
South could easily have made an- 
other slam try. He then could have 
bid four no trump or, if he wanted 


to be very conservative, could have. 


made a modest five spade bid.
